V. Claims 26, 27, 31 and 32 drawn to methods of preparing compounds 
classified in class 435 subclass 41 + 

VI. Claim 28 drawn to methods of preparing esters classified in class 560 
subclass 8+ 

VII. Claims 29 and 30 drawn to methods of preparing compounds classified in 
class 568 subclass 700+
